Life at the FUV | 


It's that time of year again! October 17 — 31is cruv's 13th annual 
Fundrive. During this two-week period our entire program schedule shall be transformed 
into a non-stop radiothon with the sole purpose of raising $1 5,000 for our 
operating budget. 

If you have never donated to CFUV before, you may find the concept of giving money to a 
radio station somewhat unusual, but then again, CFUV is an unusual radio station. As a NON 
commercial station we do not have access to the millions of dollars in advertising 
revenue that commercial stations need to operate profitably. Instead, we operate on a 
shoestring, our operating budget providing the bare minimum of resources needed by the 
200 volunteers who donate their time, energy and skill to produce the 
programming heard on our airwaves. The bare minimum still totals up to about $150,000, 
which is a large sum of money, but still cheap by broadcasting standards. A significant portion 
of CFUV’s revenue comes from a small fee levied on UVic students; the rest must be made up 
from membership fees paid by our volunteers, limited on-air sponsorships, and Fundrive. The 
money raised through our Fundrive campaign is not an extra frill, but an essential part of 
keeping CFUV on the air and running smoothly. Whatever money we raise goes directly to 
technical maintainance and, if there is money left over, to making gradual improvements. 

If you are reading this you are no doubt a listener to the station and enjoy the alternative it 
provides. Fundrive is your annual opportunity to simultaneously show your 
appreciaton for our efforts, while helping to ensure that this alternative continues. We realize 
that there are a lot of demands for people’s cash these days, and that communty radio might 
not top the list of causes you support. But if we do form part of your listening habits, we’d-ask 
you to think about the hole that would be left by an absence of CFUV on Victoria's airwaves. 
We've been doing this for so long that it might be easy to take us for granted, but it wasn’t all 
that long ago that you could only hear CFUV on campus, and our existance is by no means 
written in stone. If you believe in what we’re doing we would ask that you make a 
contribution, no matter how small. Every little bit counts: is every reader of 
this magazine made. a contribution of $5 we'd raise $50,000. If every person in our listening 
range contributed $1, we’d double our operating budget. Something to think about.

Mike: It's called Twice As Early As You’d

OB: Where did that crazy title come from? 


Mike: We had huge long discussions on 
what to call it, to no avail. We couldn't 
agree forever. Our friend Bill Stuart has a 
pad of paper that he writes stuff down on, 
taking little bits of words and conversations 


from everywhere he goes. So we decided 


we should look into his book, since we 
couldn’t decide on anything, and that was 
just one of the quotes that was in there. It 
doesn't really mean anything.

OB: When you did that tour across Canada, was it 

tough booking it all by yourself, and going out 

on the road all alone? 
Mike: It was a huge pain in the ass. With 
this tour that we’re about to go on now, | 
thought it would be easier. But | guess for

comes to town, or is looking for a show in 
Nanaimo, we'd be more likely to play with 
them. We've put on shows with the 
Smugglers, and the Tonics, and Pluto.

onic Unyon has been known as Canada’s 

indie rock warehouse for the better part 
of this decade and, for the betterment of 
the music-listening public, they have always 
done their best to bring Canada’s best 
bands to a record store near you (bands like 
Hayden, The New Grand, Tristan Psionic - of 
course - and treble charger have all, at one 
time or another, carried the fabled onion 
logo). 

But while these bands all have a similar 
indie rock aesthetic, two recent signings are 
threatening to give the label a reputation 
for all things metal: Shallow, North Dakota 
and Kittens - bands that have obviously 
listened to a Sepultura album once or twice 
- have new, non-indie-rock releases out on 
Sonic Unyon. ; 

The famed Hamilton label, always on the 
cusp of the hip and happening, really 
outdid themselves by signing Winnipeg's 
Kittens two years ago. After releasing four 
independent cassettes, Kittens made the 
jump to the major minor-label and have 
never looked back. Now, with their freshly 
minted Bazooka and the Hustler on the 
shelves on the band out on tour, lead 
singer/guitarist Shawn Fedorchuk is ready to 
work like ...... a Kitten. 

"If you play the type of music that we 
play, you have to be willing to put in a lot 
of time into building people's interest,” 
Fedorchuk said. 

Kittens, no stranger to the road or the 
studio, have recorded seven full-lengths in 
four years - their latest coming in the form 
of Bazooka, a metal concept-album of sorts. 
Much like their feline-friendly name, and in 
true concept-album style, all of Bazzoka’s 
songs have a recurring animal theme. 

“| can’t get away from that,” Fedorchuk 
said, speaking of Bazooka’s animal songs. 
“I've spent the last five years (since the band 
began) talking about animals.” 

You don’t say. All but one of Bazooka’s 
14 tracks have something to do with 
animals, the exception coming from the 12- 


gaz 


minute epic, “The Waterskiers”. But there’s 
still that little problem with the name: why 
choose a cute and cuddly feline as a band 
name when you could've a cool-sounding 
testosterone name like Sludge Fecal Factory 
or Stiff-Ass Hog? 

“Our name reflects our personalities,” 
Fedorchuk said.. “We don’t consider 
ourselves to be macho guys and we find it 
offensive when bands come on strong 
about their alleged heaviness. It’s 
annoying.”

Speaking of heaviness, Bazooka and the 
Hustler weighs a ton. With only three 
members - drummer Dave Kelly, 21, and 
bassist Jahmeel Russell, 22, round out the 
band - Kittens manage to do what other 
five-pieces can only dream of doing: to 
create some Sabbath-inspired, Sepultura- 
admired metal. Heavy? Extremely, but it's 
not without its hooks, either. The intensely 
melodic Piccolo is a sleeper hit-and Great 
Dane, for which the band has a video 
currently on Much Music, is a perfect 
introduction to the band’s trademark 
riffage. But the 23-year-old Fedorchuk, who 
claims the Melvins’ Lysol to be his favorite 


record, doesn’t completely like the metal. 


tag that is so often used to describe Kittens. 
“| definitely don’t think of us as a metal 
band,” he said. “Most of the stuff | listen to 
wouldn't even be considered metal, but | 
understand the need to have a term like 
that because the music is really, really heavy 
at times.” ag 
Although both Fedorchuk and Kittens’ 


fast-growing fan base enjoy the heavy-stuff, 


many people would be surprised to learn. 


that Fedorchuk’'s biggest influences are two 
bad-ass country-and-westerners. 

“| don't really like country music, but | 
like Hank Williams and Johnny Cash a lot. 
My favorite Hank Williams tune is “Ramblin’ 
Man”, but | also like “Angel of Death” 
because there’s a Slayer song named after 
it! 

The most appealing aspect of Bazooka 
and the Hustler - for me, at least - is 
Fedorchuk’s, um, throat. Like old-school 
punk vox’s, he throws his voice with 
unrivalled passion. Raw and unappealing to 
some, but soulful and joyous to others, 
Fedorchuk actually sounds like he means 
what he says. In person, his voice is far 
removed from the rough texture that is on 
the album’ so | inquire as.to how he 
manages to keep his voice so silky smooth. 

“Gargling salt water works really.well,” 
he says in all seriousness. “! did three vocal 
tracks for each song on the album and, near 
the end, my voice was getting pretty rough. 

“To cure that | was drinking bottles of 
Buckley’s Children Formula and lemon tea.” 

Along with co-hosts Shallow, North 
Dakota, Kittens were the lucky recipients of 
an invitation to host Much Music's Loud, 
formerly known as the Power 30. 

“Even though the show was taped in the

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morning, we had to have a couple of beers 
first. But it ended up being a lot of fun.” 

Fun, indeed, as the bands played videos 
by Voivod, the smalls, the Melvins Unsane, 
Helmet, Sepultura and, of course, Kyuss. 

That was not the first time that Kittens 
have teamed with their label-mates, 
however. 

“Our relationship with Shallow has 
gotten sickeningly incestuous over time,” 
Fedorchuk said. “We've spent so much time 
together. We've toured with them a bunch 
of times, we’re on the same label, we play 
the same type of music, we've done split 
seven-inches together and we did an 
Exclaim! Magazine cover together. It’s gone 
beyond just playing music - we've become 
such good friends.” naira 

Hopefully - for Shallow’s sake, for 
Canada’s sake, for metal’s sake - Kittens will 
be around for years to come. According to 
Fedorchuk, his band will still crank out the 
heaviness as long as he’s a member of the 
band. 

“We'll always be heavy because | can’t 
play any other type of music." 3

Alas | agree, 25 minutes is too short 
for Shoo to develop their unique themes; they are used to 
just starting to ‘cruise’ at the one hour mark, with dancing 
fans making the most of a long cool groove. But | would not 
have seen this band were it not for the festival, so no 
complaints from me! And of course the VFMF is a dry festival 
- something unheard of in Britain. The topic came up |

Or Space gets into celebration gear this October with its 25th Anniversary, a month-long 
e series of presentations from the musical, visual, literary and performance arts. The 25th — 


Anniversary comprises a busy schedule with some of Canada’s biggest names as well as lesser 


known, but equally as fascinating local and international artists. 


One of the first, and most exciting offerings this October is the concert by Canadian jazz 
pianist Marilyn Lerner. This classically- trained musician has worked with such respected jazz 
artists as Bobby Hutcherson, Steve Lacy, Jane Bunnett, and Jon Faddis. She has also-immersed 
herself in the Afro-Caribbean tradition, playing with Latin jazz giants Tito Puente, Paquito 


D‘Rivera and Arturo Sandoval. On October 6, Victoria will experience her synthesis of these — 


three elements - classical, jazz, Afro-Caribbean - in concert. 


Marilyn Lerner has been exploring the common elements of jazz and the modern classical 


music of Bartok, Stravinsky and Messiaen. She has also been gradually incorporating some of - 


the sounds of Afro-Caribbean music. This culminated in new compositions and a suggestion by 
producer/friend Larry Cramer and musician Jane Bunnett that she record these in Havana. She 
seized the idea and the.resulting collaboration is one of the best modern jazz releases of the 
year. On Birds Are Returning, Marilyn Lerner works with musicians who are well-known in their 
own right: Canadian Jane Bunnett (soprano, saxophone and flute), Kieran Overs (bass), and 
Cubans Dafnis Prieto (drums), Yosvanny Terry (saxophone), and Juan Oliva (percussion). The 
disc was recorded in Cuba in January of this year, where Lerner was overwhelmed by the 
sophisticated musical culture and amazed to hear her music so influenced by it. The result was 
a new, fresh sound for Lerner that will stimulate the ears of Victorians. 

The Marilyn Lerner Sextet is now touring Canada-in support of this new release. With. 
Lerner on October 6 will be the three young Cuban lions who played on Birds Are Returning, as 
well as Jane Bunnett and Kieran Overs. For this appearance the sextet will be performing 
acoustically, which will give a different texture. Certain to electrify Victoria audiences, the

Nugent. He asked me a few questions about the Nuge 
which | did not have answers to and afterward | slunk 
away, slightly embarassed. Still, there was that strange 
thrill. 


To the first show | did. A pre-recorded gumbo show - 


with my friend Anna. As | sat there hunched over the 
mixing board she asked if | would play a song by the 
Cure. “The Cure?” | responded. “Who the Hell are they? 
Not the Cult, right?” 

To an empty bottle of gin in front of me. No, it has 
nothing to do with Mie: station, it’s just a good thing to 
toast. 

To the first show | ever got by petitioning then 
program director and now station manager, Magnus 
Thyvold. He looked even bigger back then. Saturday 
mornings, six to ten. | was fifteen. | didn’t know much 
about music besides thrash, but | went through every 


metal album in the record library to become to the | 


_ foremost authority on that particular genre. By the time 
~ that first show rolled around, | was primed. | was ready to 
rock. | was all of those things that teenagers are when 

“they don‘t have a natural outlet for all of that nervous 
energy. | was also pretty unexperienced, but that was 
okay. If I've learned nothing else from my years in college 
radio, I've learned that experience and professional 


behavior are all relative. Before | went on, though, |. 


wanted a radio name. A title. Something snappy that 
summed up who | was but also had a memorable quality 
about it, like something you would hear on the LG 
Morning Zoo. Well, I’ve always been a fan of ninjas, and it 
was early morning. Early Morning Ninja? “Yeah,” | 
thought, “it’s not great but maybe | can think of 
~ something better later.” 

To my first co-host, Lance Hesketh, Immortal Early 
Morning Ninja Nomad At Large, recruited a few weeks 
after | started doing my first show when | discovered that

when you are on air by yourself, there’s only so much 
witty banter that you can come up with before you start 
to sound psychotic. | enlisted him in the middle of Physics 
class for no good reason other than he was there, and he 
DID bring a high proportion of Pink Floyd to the show, as 
well as eventually becoming student council president of 
Oak Bay Senior High School. My co-hosts have always 
been pinnacles of glamour and style, and so accordingly... 

To all of the other co-hosts and their colourful names 
that have joined me over the years: Matt, Man of Destiny; 
Lo-Pan, 2300 Year Old Lover; Screamin’ Eamon, the 
Vampire Demon; Jeff Hendren, Early Morning 
Accomplice; King Harold, Early Morning Monarch; 
MODON; Mystery Guest; and Riff Randell, Rock ‘N’ Roller. 


I'm sure one or more of them have found a comfortable 
place in a padded room somewhere.

It was 
one speaker-phone call to Connecticut I'll never forget. 

Then came the big night. | don’t know what was more 
priceless, the action in the ring or listening to the conversations 
the pig-people were having next to us. Yeah, Mankind ain’t no 
George “The Animal” Steele, and the Headbangers weren't no 
“Bushwhackers”, but. | was still laughing so hard at the top 
notch, low brow entertainment. Of all things trashy, Memorial 
Arena was the equivalent of an Esquimalt basement suite to 
the WWF's confederate flag.
